Street 
eny improvement beyond that re 
quired by the proposed con- 
struction cannot be included 
in the Federal aided project 
and should be the responsibi- 
lity of the tow’. 

The sentence brought forth a 
number of explosions from the 
Selectmen. Selectman Hagerty 
labeled it crazy to leave the 
worst rock on the street (op- 
posite Suncrest Avenue) un- 
touched. Nick De Félice second 
ed the thoughts, as did Mrs. 
Drew, 

™ Courtney called it insani- 
ty, stating that the ledge was 
the most dangerous thing on 
West Street. 

(The letter, with reference 
to Regan Park, and the Fire 
Alarm, stated that the town 
should relocate these, as a 
sub-contractor of the Common- 
wealth, inasmuch as the town 
would best know where they 
wanted the new locations).

$1500. It would have been a terrible blow for 
his family, had they tc pay this.

The free- 
dom to. compete is still being 
withheld from the railroads’. 

‘Such outmoded regulatory 
policies harm the general pub- 
lic as much as the rails’. 

‘The history of American bus- 
iness shows clearly that the 
public is the true beneficiary 
of healthy sharp competition’, 
he said. ‘When you take com- 
petition out of transportation 
you take benefits away from 
the public’. 

Somerville, a representative 
of the Railroad Community Cen- 
ter Committee of Greater Bos- 
ton emphasized that the rail- 
roads are seeking eqal treat~- 
ment and competitive opportu- 
nities for all forms of trans- 
portation. 

‘The rail industry certainly 
does not recommend abandoning 
government regulation of 
transportation’, he said, ‘the 
rails sincerely favor con- 
tinuing controls which will 
protect the public from rate 
wars, overcharging and dis- 
crimination’. 

“But rails do recommend, as 
strongly as they can, that the 
government relax some of its 
controls to give competition a 
freer play within the trans- 
portation field’.

heights of scientific develop- 
ment and progress beyond any- 
thing in our past history, Som 
erville predicted. 

He cited dieselization, the 
use of electronics in train
